Brown, 25, his employer, at How- 
ell, Mich., January 29, and carried 
the body in the trunk of the ma- 
chine for nine days. 


With the fleeing suspect, when 
he was taken into custody near 
Truckee, Calif., were three i hitch- 
hikers, a man, a woman, and a 
little boy.

now dead, and saw Fisch leap to 
the sidewalk from the cemetery 
wall on the night of April 2, 
1932. 


It wa« on that date that Dr. 
John V. (Jafsle) Condon testified 
lie jjaid the ransom to Haupt- 
mann while Colonel Charles A. 
Lindbergh waited in a parked 
car.Hauptmann, accused of-kidnap- 
ing and murdering Colonel Ltnd- 
•Ibergh's infant Bon, claimed Fisch 
gave him the block of ransom 
money which was found in his 
garage, and Hauptmann's attorn- 
ey's today openly accused Fisch 
,of being the man who 
collected 


the ransom. 
Heier said he identified Fisch 


from pictures 'in .the newspapers, 
shown, a picture of Fsch, he said: 
"There is * strong resembl- 


ance.1' 
He said the man he saw took 


Beveral steps toward his car and 
his face was well lighted by the 
car's' headlights. 
' Heier was allowed to answer 
"yes," when Edward J. Reilly, 
chief defense counsel, asked if the 
young lady he wa» with ever 
had referred to the incident at 
the cemetery in a letter. The 
state, however, 
kept the letter 


from 
evidence. 
Attorney General Wilentz cross- 


examining 
Heier, 
immediately 


brought 'out that he had 
once 


been convicted; also that 
his 
name had been used In connec-

Heier said he was well- 
Itnown as a "host."

Close to Contempt.. 
Heier skirted close to contempt 
at court when he refused to give 
the name of the girl he was with 
the night' he said he saw Fisch. 
"I refuse to answer," he declar- 


ed when Wilentz asked him the 
name of the parents, and after the 
Court had directed than an an- 
.Bwer' be given. 
/ Finally he said the girl's name 
(Was Schwartz and that her pa- 
rentis were named Schwartz and 
.they lived on Webster avenue 
ha Bronx. He said he couldn't 


remember the number. Wilentz 
reminded him that on direct ex- 
amination he had said he knew 
the number. 
"I ' wouldn't tell if I did re- 


member," Heier said. 


Wilentz brought out that Heier 
had not told

about his experience, and that

Wilentz could not get him to 


say that

"It might and it might not," he 


replied, "one woud, be superim- 
posed over the other." 


The attorney general, handing 


the ladder upright, known in the 
investigation as "rail 16", to Dr, 
Hudson, asked: 


"And if it ,was a part of the 


piece of wood that was in the 
attic, then it came from Haupt- 
mann's attic." 


"Yes, sir,' the witness agreed. 
He explained he obtained

nursery window because his meth- 
od did not work on painted sur- 
faces.

Dr. Hudson yesterday told of 


finding 500 fingerprints, none of 
them Hauptmann's when he pro- 
cessed the kidnap ladder with sil- 
ver nitrate two weeks after the 
kidnaping. Atorney General Dav- 
id T. Wilentz planned to show the 
prints were for the most part 
worthless smudges, left by the nu- 
merous officials who handled the 
ladder after the kidnaping. 


The state also planned an at- 
tack on the physician's declaration 
he saw only one nail hole on the 
so-called "attic board" upright of 
the ladder. Prosecution testimony 
has been that four nail holes were 
discoveiX^ 
and 
subsequently 
matched* ..with nail holes on attic 
beams where it was alleged the 
upright originally had been nailed 
down in Hauptmann's home. 


Detective Max Leet, of the New 


York city police arrived in court 
with five state rebuttal witnesses. 
Their identity wasv not disclosed 
but Leet said they would seek to 
clear the name of Fisch. 


Court Convenes. 


Relatives of Fisch, who came 


from 
Germany in the 
prosecu- 


tion's behalf, were not in court. 


Court convened at 10:01 a. m. 
Cfiief Defense counsel Edward 


J. Reilly and Anthony M. Hauck, 
Jr., Hunterdon county prosecutor, 
came in about the same time. 


Justice Thomas W. Trenchard, 
mounted to the bench, the jury 
was polled, and Dr. Hudson, a 
broad, tall man with glasses went 
back to the stand-

statement he saw only one nail 
hole where

Q. You appreciate the import- 


ance of the nail holes in

case? 


A. No, I can't say I do. 
Q. Very well, do you remember 


how many nail holes did you ob- 
serve in the ladder rails? 


A. I saw only one hole made by 
a square cut hail. 


Closely Questioned. 


Q. Do you remember any other 


nail holes in the runners, exclusive 
of the rung nail holes? Please an- 
swer yes or no. 


A. I saw only one square nail 


hole. 


Q. Please answer the question. 
"Yes, 
Doctor," 
said 
Justice 


Trenchard, "answer the question." 


"Exclusive of the rung I will say 


I did not,' the witness answered. 
"To the best of my knowledge, 
there were none other than that 
one square nail 'hole." 


Q. Did you see those nail holes? 
A. I don't remember. 
Q. Will you say that those holes 


were not there when you examin- 
ed the ladder? 


A. To my knowledge they were 
not there. 


Koehler Did Not Answer. 


During 
Hudson's examination, 
Arthur J. Koehler, the wood ex-

first examined. 


"I'd rather not say," he replied 
"because I have not yet testified 
on the subject." 


He was expected to be called

United States District Attorney 


Clyde Eastus promptly declined to 
eccept it. 
The Hamilton brothers barely 


escaped death in a police trap at 
a Dallas apartment Monday night, 
•rthen officers 
fired nearly 200 
shots at them. 
Raymond, prob- 


ably wounded, still is at large but 
officers have closed most of his 
means of escape from this area 
and are exerting every means to 
track him down. 
Raymond Hamilton, twice suc- 


cessful in fleeing from Texas pris- 
ons, is under death sentence for 
the shooting of Major Crowson, a 
guard at Eastham prison farm, in 
an escape more than a year ago 
•when Clyde Barrow aided Hamil- 
ton to flee. 
Floyd Hamilton, brought back 
to Dallas 
this 
morning 
from 
Shreveport, was subjected to 
a 
lengthy questioning by Eastus and 
federal agents. 
To Try Floyd. 
Eastus announced that the gov- 
ernment would proceed, on Feb. 
82, to try 
Floyd Hamilton and 
some 20 others on charges of har- 
boring Clyde Barrow and Bonnie 
Parker, desperado couple shot to 


1 death by officers In Louisiana. 
The gas cmpany service truck 
stolen at the time the Hamiltons 
escaped the police trap here Mon- 
dav night, was found last night in 
the brush ;south of Dallas, near 
the town of Rylie. It had blood- 
, stains on the seat and officers be- 


"- lieved Raymond Hamilton 
was 
wounded, probably badly. 
Difficulties Increased. 
The fact that his mother and 
Step-father, along with many close 
, *flends,/are in jail on charges of 
harboring fugitives," Increased Ray- 
mond's' difficulties in obtaining a 
hiding'place, officers pointed out. 


Some, officers even predicted that 
Raymond might be found dead of 
his wounds in a few days.
